Finds Zhdanov Death 
Linked With Failure 
Of Yugoslav Policy 


Changes of policy in the Soviet 
Union so often in the past have 
been accompanied by the 
“liquidation” of key personalities 
that the suspicion is bound to 
arise that Zhdanoy's sudden “par- 
alysis of the heart” may have 
been assisted by external causes 

For Zhdanov certainly was a 
central figure in the controversy 
between the Soviet Union and 
Marshal Tito, and, it is safe to 
assume, within the Soviet Union 
itself, of which the Yugoslav af 
fair is a reflection 


There have been many indica 


tions that the Tito-Cominform 
quarrel was not clear-cut, and 
that the policy represented by 


Tito had supporters in the sate! 
lite states and within the USS. 
These men, with the mud in the 
hands of Beria and Zhdanoy 


could not so easily open their 
mouths. And in the whole con 
troversy Stalin has remained 


curiously aloof, apparently 
ing to make his decision accord 
ing to Zhdanov's success or fail 
ure, in challenging Marsha! Tito. 

That Zhdanov failed now 
parent. Tito’s defiance has been 
unparalleled since Trotsky’s and 
Tito has had a card Trotsky never 
possessed; Control of a state of 
great importance to the Soviet 
bloc and essential to Soviet strat 
egy in case of war. He also has 
proved that he is more popula: 
with the Yugoslav people than 
Zhdanov's Cominform, and the 
rift has not weakened but 
strengthened him, at home and in 
the satellite states. 


Policy 
Failed 


Therefore, the Zhdanov-Malen 
kov policy has failed. When top 
men in the Soviet Union fail, they 
usually die, even though they may 
be given state funerals. In this 
connection, I cannot help but 
fee] that the sudden recovery to 
health of Gomulka (of convictions 
similar to Tito's) and his return 
to the counsels of the Poli.h gov- 
ernment may have some connec- 


tion with the heart failure of 
Zhdanov. 

What, actually, brought abou 
Marshal Tito’s fall from grace? 


Was it a change in Yugoslav do- 
inestic or foreign policy? Not at 
all, it was a change in Russian 
policy, under the leadership of 
Zhdanoy, 

Under the impact of the Mar- 
shall plan, Russia went over tem- 
porarily to a defensive position, 
This called for a rapid consolida- 
tion of the eastern bloc and the 


closing of the window on it in 
Berlin 
Externally, this did not jibe 


with Tito’s previously encouraged 
expansionist aims in Carinthia, 
Italy and Greece, But neither did 
it favor his domestic policy, Ut 
required abandonment of “popu 
lar fronts” in favor of outright 
Communist rule, intensification 
of class war against “kulaks,” Pur 
her concessions to local autonomy

Was It 
Polio? 


Editor, Bulletin—This letter is 
written with the view of drawing 
to the attention of fathers and 
mothers an experience with polio 
of which too few people hear 

On August 23rd our two-year- 
old son became drowsy and slight- 
ly feverish at suppertime and 
wanted to go to bed early, At mid- 
night he had one bad vomiting 
spell but soon settled down and 
went back to sleep. The next 
morning he was up and around 
but seemed rather listless. About 
noon he became feverish again 
and so we called eur chiropractic 
clinic and were advised to watch 
the boy closely and to report im- 
mediately if the child’s condition 
changed for the worse. About four 
that afternoon he became very 
tired and went to sleep again, 
seeming to rest comfortably 
About 4:50 p.m. | loked in on lum 
and found him unconscious with 
labored breathing and saliva com 
ing from his mouth because he 
could not swallow. His whole body 
seemed stiffened. We immediately 
wrapped him up and rushed him 
down to the chiropractors.

The following morning it was 
reported to the city health de- 
partment and within a short time 
the city health officer came out 
to see us, After careful review of 
the symptoms we were told that 
there was little doubt but it was 
polio, However, upon seeing the 
child and his unbelievable re- 
covery, the health officer stated 
that it was nothing more than 
stomach flu with a convulsion and 
yet the child had not had a bowel 
movement in twenty four hours. 
Further we learned that the chil- 
dren of a neighboring physician 
had been warned not to play with 
ours, Surely they were not afraid 
of stomach flu? 

The purpose of this letter is to 
strive to do away with the panic 
and fear that has been engender- 
ed through the wide publicity of 
recent weeks. We are every day 
advised that if any abnormal 
symptoms develop in our chil- 
dren we should call a physician, 
We are happy to suggest that 
chiropractic might also be con- 
sidered and if the case is attend- 
ed early enough we feel sure it 
will recover as readily as did our 
child who is now well and 
healthy. 

If this was not polio, as we were 
told, if it was merely flu and con- 
vulsions, wihch both seem impos- 
sible in view of the fact that all 
symptoms so closely simulated 
those of polio, we still feel that 
the public should know more of 
the good work being done by 
chiropractic and be given more 
ready access to its benefits. The 
lives of these children might be 
saved or the crippling effects of 
these seizures can be prevented 
or corrected through this new and 
yet little understood health prin- 
ciple. The question is left in our 
minds—was this intestinal ‘flu or 
was it pollo?

Minutes after the runaway well 
became a blazing pillar of fire Mon- 
day, daring bulldozer crews risked 
serious burns by throwing fire 
guards around the inferno of burn- 
ing gas and oil 
NEAR FIERY CRATER 

When crater fires in the 10-acre 
area surrounding the well had burn- 
ed low, the bulldozers moved in 
close to the fiery crater itself. Tues- 
day afternoon they were plowing 
in circles just 300 feet from the for- 
mer well head. 

The fierce heat singed eyebrows 
and bronzed cheeks of the dozer op 
erators but they stuck to the task 
of further safeguarding adjoining 
areas. 

Cc. J. Hartry of Leduc, employed 
by General Petroleum Ltd, and C 
Beck of Wolf Creek described their 
hazardous work to a Bulletin repre 
sentative Tuesday. 

“MUST BE DONE” 
“It's dangerous work but it's got 


to be done,” Hartry said, 
“I cheerfully admit we are not in 


love with the Job but somebody has 


to do it,” he added, 

The bulldozer drivers said their 
greatest fear is a sudden shift i 
the wind that rhight blow the fire 
toward them unexpectedly 

If the wind remains steady in one 
quarter they are able to move in 
comparatively close to the burning 
well on the leeward or sheltered 
side. But there's always the dread 
of a sudden shift that would catch 
the bulldozer crew too close to the 
blazing fire column
